Ho 
takes n monstrous envelope, capable of 
holding somo-hundreds oi slips of pa- 
por, labels it "Pnnl," and slowly stocks 
it with original notes, cuttings from 
papers, extracts from books, illustra- 
li^ns, scraps of all kinds, nearly or re- 
uiotoly referring to tho subject. 
After 


accumulating these, it may bo for years, 
bo wades through tho mass, selects a 
number of tho most striking points, ar- 
caugos them and finally niakos a few 
jottings in a large baud, and these ho 
cari'io'i with him to tho platform. 
Tha 


process of looking through tho whole 
envelope is repeated each time tho ser- 
mon is preached. 


Partly on this account and partly be- 


cause in delivery ho forgets some points 
or disproportionately amplifies other?, 
uo two sermons aro evor exactly tho 
same. 
By this method also—a matter 


of muohxnoro importance—tho delivery 
is always fresh to himself. Thus, to 
mako this cloaror, suppose thnt after a 
thorough siftiup; 100 eligible points re- 
main in the envelope. Every time tha 
sorinoa is preached those hundred nro 
overhauled. But no siuglu sermon, hy 
a more limitation of time, can contain, 
say, moro than 70.

—Inwiie<-tor Mason's Testimony Con- 
tinued—llir»cli HiiniB Culled IIp-Iu- 
terontlng DetuUn ami Preposition*..

CAHSOX CITY, April ~H, 1895. 


I'OBEXOO.V SESSION', 


Seventeen i>ersons wore present in 


the courtroom at tho resumption of the 
examination, which commenced at 10 
A. si. These included the officials, at- 
torneys and witnesses. The books of 
the mint department were also there. 
The lot of bullion "shoe" bars used 
yesterday was taken back to the mint 
last night and a fresh lot weighing 377 
rounds was brought in this morning to 
explain Inspector Mason's testimony. 
Those "shoe" bars are about a foot 
ong, 
four inches wide aud an inch and 


a half thick, partially divided cross- 
vise into throe divisions with a big 
leavy chisel. 
Some of them were 


irincipally gold, tho others principally 
ilver, and, otherwise. 
The testimony of Inspector Mason 
'as resumed, and he was questioned 
ousiderably by General Clarke in or- 
der to bring out more positively the 
facts elicited in his testimony of yes- 
terday. 
He repeated his statement 


that tho stealage- commenced after the 
clean-up of June, 1892, demonstrating 
the fact by the bookkeeping system of 
the mint. 


Witness was very closely cross-ex- 


amined by Cofiin for the defense, and 
replied very explicitly aud with the ut- 
most composure.

against the defendant, Jones, endeavor- 
ing merely to ascertain where the 
shortage came in, as directed from 
Washington, and locate the delinquent 
or guilty party or parties to the extent 
of his perceptive abilities. He had 
reasons for flxiug the deliaquency up- 
on defendant, and therefore it was that 
he hud caused him to be arrested, in 
order to properly bring the matter into 
court. He had found thai tho shortage 
coaimeuoocl under I ho former adminis- 
tration and win continued in this, ex- 
plaining considerably relative to ihe 
monkeying with gold bar M"o. 77, bul- 
lion from the Standard mine, Bodie, 
which was the first tangible point he 
struck in tbe guilty shortage. 


AFIEEXOON SESSION. 


The cross-examination of Mason was 


resumed and witness explicitly stated 
his theory of tbe shortage was that it 
commenced in June, 1893, when the de- 
posit of $23,030 from the 
Standard 


mine came to the mint, tho remelting 
of which showed a value of only $3,000, 
showing $20,000 loss, silver having been 
surreptitiously substituted fov gold, 
le said this change could only have 
been made in Jones' department. 


"Aly God, that looks pretty rough on 


me," remarked Jones, smilingly. 


Hirsch Harris, ineltei1 and refiner of 


tbe mint, was next called upon tho 
stand. Ho testified as to his first ap- 
prehensions and discovery of the short- 
age, from finding a lack of the proper 
proportion called for of gold in the 
bullion—an excess of silver, and the 
measures he immediately took to find 
out the explanation, notifying the 
Superintendent promptly, regarding 
the important matter. He had found a 
duplicate key iu Sir. Jones'desk, and 
other very suspicious circumstances in 
the matter before he finally concluded 
to suspend him. 


Harris' testimony occupied the rest 


of tbe afternoon till nearly 5 o'clock, 
when udjouument waa taken till 10 
A. M. to-morrow. 


Tho defense desires 1:0 eliminate all 


the testimony the prosecution has to 
offer, and the proposition on the part 
of the prosecution is to produce sufiic- 
ient evidence to hold Jouea to appear 
before the U. S. Grand Jury.
